SUGARMEN  TELL  SUGAR  STORY  TO  LEGISLATORS 


More  than  50  persons  including  Legislators  from  Oahu  were  guests  qf   the  H.S.P.A, 
at  a  recent  get-together  at  the  Dunes.  The  purpose  of  the  shindig  was  to  better  ac- 
quaint the  Legislators  with  some  of  the  problems  faced  by  the  sugar  industry. 
Mr.  F,  E.  Trotter  who  headed  the  four  men  delegation  from  Kahuku  gave  a  brief  his- 
tory of  the  beginning  of  Kahuku  Plantation  Company.   He  also  explained  the  various 
leases  that  were  held  by  the  Company  with  the  different  land  owners.   Mr.  Trotter, 
using  charts  to  illustrate  his  talks  showed  the  decline  in  manpower  requirement 
over  a  period  of  years  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  hourly  wage  rates.   In  ef- 
fect, he  said,  while  the  number  of  employees  has  gone  down  substantially,  the  wage 
bill  remained  the  same.   The  contributions  made  to  the  economy  of  the  State  and 
the  Community  by  the  Company  in  the  form  of  wages  paid  to  its  employees  were  also 
cited. 

Other  Oahu  Plantation  Managers  made  their  presentation  pretty  much  along  the 
same  line.  The  Mainland  sugar  beet  situation,  and  the  failure  of  the  last  session 
of  Congress  to  pass  the  Sugar  Act  was  also  a  subject  of  discussion. 


HARVESTING  DATE  MOVED 


The  oft  moved  harvesting  schedule  has  been  moved  again  to  March  1,  1965.  The 
new  starting  time  will  permit  more  flexibility  in  making  repairs  to  the  mill  and 
other  equipment.  Mr.  Trotter,  in  making  the  announcement  for  the  new  starting  time 
said  he  hoped  the  weather  will  cooperate  by  giving  us  more  sunshine  instead  of  rain 
to  allow  the  cane  to  ripen  properly.  Tentative  plans  now  is  to  begin  harvesting 
in  Field  6-C  or  Field  28,  depending  on  cane  and  weather  conditions.

KAHUKU  CREDIT  UNION  ANNUAL  DINNER 


235  members  of  the  Kahuku  Credit  Union  enjoyed  its  annual  dinner  meeting  at  the 
Kahuku  High  School  Cafatorium  on   January  22,  1965.   The  Treasurer's  report   re- 
vealed that  in  1964,  234  members   borrowed  $294,389.85  for  various  reasons.   The 
report  also  showed  that  Cuna  Mutual  Insurance  Society  paid  the  Kahuku  Credit 
Union  $6,720.39  for  two  deaths  and  one  total  disability  case.   This  payment  is  made 
possible  through  a  form  of  a  "Loan  Protection  Insurance"  which  pays  any  unpaid  bal- 
ance of  a  member  who  may  die  or  become  disabled.   A  4  1/2%  dividend  was  authorized 
by  "he  Directors  to  shares  on  record  as  of. December  31,  1964. 

Natsuo  Kasaoka  and  Max  Suzuki  were  elected  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.   Natsuo' s  term  is  for  one  year  and  Max  will  serve  for  three  years, 
Herbert  Hirata  was  elected  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Credit  Committee  for  the 
next  three  years.

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1964  SUGAR  STATISTICS 


Preliminary  figures  shew  Hawaii's  average  sugar  per  acre  to  be  10.64  tons  in 
1964.  This  would  be  the  second  highest  on  record  and  the  highest  per  acre  output 
in  the  world. 

Total  production  of  sugar  from  110,759  acres  was  1,178,770  tons  and  10,495,175 
tons  of  cane.  Total  area  in  production  was  233,145  acres  which  is  the  highest  since 
Vi'orld  War  II. 


HAWAII  SUGAR  WORKERS  EARNED  RECORD  $24.3  0  DAILY  IN  1964 

The  average  daily  earnings  of  Hawaii's  sugar  workers  reached  a  new  high  of 
$24.10  in  1964,  according  to  a  report  issued  by  the  H3PA  this  month.  Thus,  Hawaii's 
sugar  workers  continue  to  be  the  world's  highest  paid  sugar  workers.  The  $24.10  is 
broken  down  into  $17.60  in  case  wages,  and  $6.50  in  fringe  benefits.

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1965  CROP 


Through  March  28,  1965  we  had  harvested  220  acres  of  cane  which  produced  18,412 
tons  of  net  cane  from  which  we  were  able  to  manufacture  2,130  tons  of  96  degree  sug- 
ar. At  the  present  time  our  cane  yield  is  84  tons  of  cane  per  acre  of  which  we  have 
been  able  to  produce  9.69  tons  of  sugar  per  acre.  For  the  three  weeks  in  March  that 
we  were  grinding  cane  we  had  an  excellent  factory  run.  Our  factory  averaged  1,227 
tons  of  net  cane  per  day  which  works  out  to  slightly  over  57  tons  of  net  cane  per 
hour.  At  this  time,  for  the  220  acres  that  we  have  harvested,  we  are  approximately 
32  tons  of  sugar  under  estimate. 

The  new  equipment  in  our  factory  and  in  our  harvesting  operations  have  been  op- 
erating satisfactorily.

Twenty-six  spirited  citizens  who  showed  up  for  the  hear- 
ing offered  testimony  for  and  against  the  extension  of  the  present  bus  subsidy,, 
Everybody  present  favored  providing  subsidy  to  the  unfortunate  children  who  have  to 
travel  to  Honolulu  to  receive  special  training  because  there  are  no  facilities  in  the 
country  area.  The  majority  was  against  the  extension  of  subsidy  to  students  attend- 
ing private  schools.
